* therefore may be eaſily committed to memory. 
And, in reading, the children are ſup-

are not divided into ſyllables, as they con-

children ſhould be frequently aſked, By what 
rule they ſpell ſuch a word? Why they 
ſtop at ſuch a vowel or conſonant, in 
dividing it into ſyllables, rather than at 
ſuch an one? MHhich method ſhould be 
followed till they come thoroughly to under - 
ftand the rules. And when they begin to 
ſpell a word, they jhould not, having 7 ſpelt 
a part of it, be ſufjered to gueſs at the reſt, 
but always be made to go through with it, 
even though they happen to gueſs right. 
They ſhould moreover be taught to add 
eveiy ſyllable to theſe they have ſpelt, 
which would ſoon bring them to read a4 
hard word as well as an eaſy one. 

For the uſe of ſuch children as have time 
for a more exact knowledge of the Engliſh 
Tongue, 1 would recommend to the I each- 
ers, Mr. LoucaTon's Practical Gram- 
mar, which book has produced very good 
effefts wherever it has obtained, { heartily 
wiſh it were more generally introduced into 

our Engliſh ſchools, inſtead of ſome others 
of leſs value, which are commonly uſed 
there ; fince it would give all thoſe, whoſe 
education is confined to the learning their 
mother tongue, an adequate nation of it, 
teach the Fair Sex to write more correctly 
than moſt of them have heretofore done,

in this lower world. God thought it not 
good that man ſhould be alone: he therefore 
took one of the ribs of Adam, and made a 
woman, to be an help-matc for him. She 
being brought to Adam, he ſaid ** This is now 
bone of my bone, and fleſh of my ſleſh; 
© ſhe ſhall be called Voman, becauſe ſhe was 
* taken out of man.” 

Our firſt Parents were made more excellent 
and perfect than any other creatures here be- 
low ; for God made them good and righteous, 
after his own image and likeneſs. He alſo 
gave them power over the other creatures. 

The Lord planted adelightful garden, which 
is called Eden, and ſometimes Paradiſe. Here 
he placed Adam and Eve, and committed the 
culture and drefling of it to them. 

Hence we may learn, that no one ought to 
be idle, ſince God appointed work for our 
firſt parents before the fall, in Paradiſe itſelf. 
Thus were Adam and Eve as happy as they 
could defire, till they loſt their happineſs 
by ſinning againſt God. 


LESSON XXV. 


Of the fin and fall of our Firſt Parents. 
eneſis III. 


II. pleaſed God to make trial of the obe- 
dience of our firſt Parents. He therefore 
gave them a particular law, by which they 


were forbidden, upon pain of death, to eat of 


the 
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the fruit of a certain tree, called, The Tree 


4 of Knowledge of good and evil.“ | 

The Devil envying man the happineſs he 
was in, makes uſe of a ſerpent to tempt Eve 
to eat of the fruit of this tree. She, inſtead 
of going to God for counſe}, caſts off her 
dependence upon him, and was perſuaded to 
break the law, which God had given chem. 
She firſt eat of the fruit herſelf, and then gave 
of it to her huſband; who, without aſkin 
direction from God, which he might havedone, 
did likewiſe eat thereof. 

Thus were they deprived of the happineſs 
they enjoyed. And not only fo, but they did 
much hurt to their poſterity. The image of 
God, after which they were created, was de- 
faced : and they, and all who deſcended from 
them, Jeſus Chriſt only excepted, were cor- 
rupt, and ſubject to ſin and death, both tem- 
poral and eternal.“ 
| Accordingly we find an evil diſpoſition 
within us, with which we are all born, We 
ought therefore to labour to ſubdue and mor- 
tify this evil diſpoſition z to keep out of the 
way of temptation as much as we can; to 
watch diligently over our own hearts; and to 
ule all proper means for the recovery of that 
likeneſs and reſemblance our firſt parents bore 
1 God, that in the end we may be happy in 

he enjoyment of him in his kingdom for ever.

Of the Flood, Geneſis VI. and VII. 


A OUT ſixteen hundred and fifty years after 

the creation of the world, mankind grew 
ſo naughty and wicked, that God ſpeaking 
after the manner of men, ſaid, That it re- 
pented and grieved him that he had made man 
upon the earth. To fo great a degree of cor- 
ruption and wickedneſs were people arrived, 
that © every imagination of the thoughts of 
« their hearts were only evil continually.” 
God therefore reſolved to deſtroy mankind by 
the waters of a flood. For he would not ſuffer 
ſo much ſin and wickedneſs to go unpuniſhed. 
„ My Spirit, ſaid God, ſhall not always ſtrive, 
6 or continue and abide with man.” However, 
God did not immediately cut them off, but 
allowed

L ESS ON XXVII. 


Dun the time that the ark was preparing 
wherein Noah and his family were to be 
ſaved from deſtruction, people were called 
upon to repent and turn from their fins. For 
this purpoſe Enoch and Noah were ſent to 
preach to them, and to try to reclaim them 
from their evil ways. 
| We have here an example of the patience 
and forbearance of God; and a plain proof 
that he deſires more the amendment, than the 
puniſhment of ſinners. | 
We have moreover an inſtance of the juſtice 
and ſeverity of God againſt impenitent ſit ners. 
For the people to whom theſe righteous men 
were ſent, rejected the wife counſels and in- 


ſtructions which they gave them, and remained 


obſtinate in their fins, God therefore, as he 
Had threatened, ſent a flood of waters upon the 
Earth, and deſtroyed the inhabitants thereof. 
Before this deſtruction came, God took Enoch 

d himſelf into heaven; for + Enoch walked 
with God;" that is, he feared, loved, and 
obeyed him, and he was not, for God took 
% him.” And how Noah and his family were 
Preſerved, will be {cen inthe following Leſſons, 
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LESSON XXVIII. 
Of the preſervation of Noah and his Family. 


I Orvithſtanding the general wickedneſs of 

men, Noah kept himſelf from being cor- 
rupted by their evil example. He lived a juſt 
and upright life, and ſo found favour in the 
eyes of the Lord, For both he and his family 
were ſaved from the general deſtruction. 

Obſerve here, that good people are not only 
ſafe under the protection of God themſelves, 
but are often inſtrumental in procuring ſafety 
and proſperity to their families. 

In order to the preſervation of this good 
man, he was commanded by God to prepare 
an ark of wood, which would ſwim upon the 
ſurface of the waters. He was told by God 
the exact meaſures and proportions it was to 

have, and was very careful in obſerving the 
directions received from Him, „ 

This ark was many years in preparing. And 
though the ſtupid world were queſtionleſs in- 
formed of the deſign of it, yet ſo thoughtleſs 
were they of themſelves, and ſo regardleſs of 
their own ſafety, that they neglected and refuſed 
to reform and amend their lives. They did 
eat, they drank, they married wives, they were 
given in marriage, until the day that Noah 
entered into the ark, and the flood came, and 


deſtroyed them all.“ That is, they were wholly 
| 4 ſet 
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t upon the pleaſures of this life, and did 
3 as they ought to have done, fear the 
udgment God had threatened. 

Haw near does this behaviour reſemble that 
the generality of Chriſtians, who, eee. 
e dreadful puniſhments God had threatene 
and will inflict upon the wicked at the day 
judgment, do, notwithſtanding, neglect ts 
prepare for that terrible time, and ſo are ſur- 
priſed by death, as theſe were by the waters of 
0 fl Our Saviour and judge has fore- 
warned us, that he will come to judgment at 
a time he is not looked for; and that many 
1 be ſurpriſed by his ſudden appearance, as 
thoſe were who lived in the days of Noah. 
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| HEN the time was come, that GoD 
2 would no longs bear with the Sins of 
men, he ſaid unto Noah, „Come thou and all 
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thy houſe into the ark; for thee have I ſeen | 


& righteous before me in this generation.“ 
So Noah, and his Wife, and his three ſons 
and their wives went into the ark. 


To repleniſh the earth again with all kinds 


of creatures, God commanded Nzah to take 
to him, into the ark, of clean beaſts and fowls, 
which were fit for ſacrifice, by ſevens, (that 
is, ſeven pair or couple) the male and his fe- 


male; and of beaſts and fowls which were un- 


clean, and ſo not fit for ſacrifice, by two, the 
male and his female; which Noah punQually 
obeyed, When they were all entercd into the 
ark, God ſhut them in. | 
Then the windows of heaven were opened, 
and the fountains of the great deep were broken 
up; and the waters prevailed exceedingly upon 


the earth, inſomuch that all the high hills, 


which were under the whole heaven, were 
covered, And all creatures that lived upon 
the face of the earth, died, ſave what were 
with Neah in the ark. 

A dreadful inſtance is this of the vengeance 
of Almighty God againit Sinners; which 
ſhould make us fear to provoke him, who 
can grievouſly puniſh us many ways.

She indeed intended to part with him 
only jor a tew days, but it proved to be twenty 
years before he returned; nor does it appear 
that ſhe ever ſaw him afterwards. Her con- 
cern, leſt Jacob ſhould take to wife one of 
the daughters of Heth, was lo great, that ſhe 
ſays, ſhe was weary of her Life. So that Re- 
begab had her ſhare of trouble after this evil.

To divert them from their wicked purpoſe, 
Reuben propoſes to caſt him into a pit, in the 
wilderneſs, wherein there was no water; in- 
tending to take him out and deliver him again 
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to his father. To this, though they conſented, 


; yet they were bent upon his deſtruction. But 
| fitting down to refreſh themſelves, they ſaw a 


company of 1/hmaziites, who were going with 
camels laden into Egypt. By this time Zudah 


; began to relent, and to diſcourſe with his bre- 


thren as follows. What profit is it if we lay 
our brother, and conceal his blood? He is our 
fleſh and our brother : So he propoſed to ſell 
him to the Vmaelites; to which they agreed, 
and received for him twenty pieces of lilver 4 
who carried him into Egypt. Reuben not being 
privy to this, went to the pit, in order to take 
Joſeph out of it; and when he found him nor, 
he was in a mighty conſternation, and rent his 
clothes, ſuppoling that he was dead. But upon 
his brethren's telling him what they had done, 
as we may think, he agreed with them in the 
ſtory they had before contrived to deceive their 
ancient father. But Jacob refuſed to be com- 
forted for the loſs of his beloved ſon, 


LESSON XXXVI. 


N the former leſſon, we have a plain ex- 
ample of the fad effects of envy and ma- 
lice; and from thence may learn, how dan- 
gerous it is to harbour and entertain them in 
our breaſt; and how eaſily men proceed from 
one ſin to another. J“, brethren firit 
| B © CORCCLYE 
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conceive malice and hatred againſt him, which 
they too readily gave entertainment to, then 
they cefulcd fo much as to ſpeak peaceably to 
him. And when an opportunity offered, they 
conſpire together to kill him, To cover their 
intended murder, they invent a lie, which was 
to be told their father. The ſafeſt way is, never 
to give place to the devil, but to reject all. his 
temptations; for if we comply i in any inſtance, 
we know not where we fhall ſtop. 

Parents too may here ſce the folly and in- 
convenience of making a difference between 
their children, and expreſſing more love to ſome 
than to others; for this was one great cauſe 
of Joſeph's being hated by his brethren. Pa— 
rents no doubt may, and it is reaſonable that 
they ſhould, expreſs a greater regard to thoſe 
children, who by their towardly and vir- 
tuous behaviour deſerve beſt; but great care 
ſhould be taken in what manner they expreſs 
it, Jeſt they lay a foundation for envy, hatred, 
and malice, between brethren and ſiſters, who 
ought to be dear to each other; and the fa- 
vourite child, peradventure loſes more than 
it gets by its parents partiality, 
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LESSON XXXVIL 
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An account of ſome things that befel Joſeph after 
he was ſold into Egypt. 


I HOUGH Jeſeph was ſo hardly dealt with, 
as to be fold for a ſervant into Egypt, 
yet God was with him, and proſpered him in 

all that he did. He moreover bleſſed the houſe 
of his maſter for his ſake. This made him to 
be greatly eſteemed and beloved by his maſter, 
inſomuch that he made him overſcer of his 
whole houſe, and put all that he had into his 

hands. 

God, who is infinitely wiſe, ſometimes 


thinks fit to ſuffer great trials and afflictions to 


interrupt the happineſs of his faithful ſervants. 
Joſeph had not been long in this proſperous 
condition, 


page © 
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condition, but he was ſolicited by his miſtreſs 
to commit uncleanneſs with her. She preſſed 
him day after day: but no promiſes, no in- 
treaties, could prevail with him to commit ſo 
great a crime. Nor would he ſo much as 
parly and debate the matter with her. 

It is dangerous both to run into temptations, 
and to give ear to them, when they preſent 
themſelves before us. He would not be fo 
ungrateful to his maſter, who had preferred 
him in his family, as to yield to her ſolicita- 
tions, But above all, the ſenſe he had of God 
upon his mind, deterred him from a compli— 
ance. © How, ſaid he, can I do this great 
„ wickedneſs, and fin againſt God?” 

Notwithſtanding Jeſeph's denial, ſhe ſtill 
entertained hopes of bringing him to a com- 
pliance. Jo this end, ſhe watched for an 
opportunity to have him with her alone in the 
houſe. And when ſhe had found one, ſhe laid 
violent hands upon him, and ſolicited him 
afreſh; but he again refuſed ro comply with 
her : leaving therefore his garment, which ſhe 
had laid hold of, in her hands, he fled, and 

ot him out. 

Joſeph having thus bravely repulſed his 
miſtreſs, and rejected all her offers, ſhe turns 
her love into hatred, and reſolved to be re- 
venged on him, when her Lord came home. 
To this end, ſhe accuſed him of making an 


attempt upon her. Potiphar, his maſter, with- 
out farther examination, hearkens to the report 


of his wife; and Jeſeph, though innocent, was 
puniſhed, 
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puniſhed, as if he had been guilty: For his 


1 — ordered him to be caſt into priſon; 
which, ſome years after, contrary to his lewd 


miſtreſs's expectation, proved a means of 
Joſeph's higher advancement. 
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3 T HIS puniſhment would have been very 


grievous to Jeſephb, but that God, who 
protects and rewards injured innocence, was 
with him in the priſon, and gave him favour 
in the ſight of the keeper of it. So that Jeep 
had authority over all the other priſoners, and 
not any thing was tranſacted which Z/eph had 
not a hand in. 

Some time after, two of the ſervants of 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, his chief Butler and 
chief Baker, were for their ill behaviour 
thrown into priſon, While they were under 

this 
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this confinement, each of them dreamed a 
dream, about the interpretation of which they 
vere not a little perplexed. But when they 
told their Dreams to 7Zoſeph, he gave them the 
interpretation thereof; which accordingly came 
to paſs in three days. This got e fo much 
reputation. that he was two years after ſent 
for to expound two of King Fharaob's dreams, 
which none of the wiſe men of Egypt were able 
to interpret. This he did to the ſatisfaction 
of the King; but he was ſo humble, as to 
aſcribe all his ſkill in theſe matters to God; 
«© God, ſays he, ſhall give Pharaoh an anſwer 
of peace.” Hereupon Jeſeph was imme- 
diatcly releaſed from priſon, and greatly ad- 
vanced in the King's court, and made next 
under the King, chief Governor of Egypt. 
The providence of God was ever remark- 
able in this affair of 7o/eph. For he was a means- 
of ſaving his father and brethren alive in the 
ſore famine,which afterwards happened in thoſe 
parts. We have here an eminent example of 
the wiſdom and providence of God, who is 
able to bring good out of evil; but this does 
by no means warrant our doing evil, that 
good may come of it. Let us always hold faſt 
our integrity, depending upon God, and doin 


our own duty in that ftate of life, whatever it 


be, in which he has placed us. And if af- 


fictions ſhould come upon us for ſo doing, 


God is not only able, but will make them turn 
to our good. This he ſometimes does in this 
world, as here in the Caſe of Jeſephe buy 


however. 
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5 however that be, he will not fail to reward our 
obedience and fidelity to him in the next. 
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LESSON XXXIX. 
WI HE N the children of 1/-ael by the ir fins 


provoked God, he Jelivered them, as he 
had hog atened, into the hands of his enemies. 
But netwithſtanding, ſuch was his goodneſs 


and mercy, that upon their repentance he raited 
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them up deliveters, who reſcued them from the 


Power of thoſe that hated them. 


The name of one of thoſe deliverers was 
Samſon, who was born of a woman that was 
reputed barren, and endued with an uncom- 
mon and extraordinary ſtrength, His birth 
was foretold by an angel of God, who firſt 
appeared to his mother, and afcerwards to her 
and his father AZanoah. The angel gave 
directions for the management both of the 
cyild and his mother. She was forbidden to 
drink either wine or ſtrong drink, and alſo 
to eat of any unclean thing. The child was 
to be a Nazarite to God from the womb ; 
that is, he was in a particular manner to be 
ſeparated to the ſervice of God. This was 
ſometimes done voluntarily both by men and 
women. The laws reſpecting this ſtate are 
recorded in the ſixth chapter of the book of 
Numbers. As a token of this ſeparation of 
Sc on, no razor was to come upon his head. 
Ihe Vraelites were at this time delivered over 

into 
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into the hands of the Phili/lines, Samen, 
when he was grown up, went to 7imnah, where 
he ſaw a woman of the daughters of the Phil;- 
Hines, whom he took to be his wife, 
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TH E time being come, wherein Samſon was 

to weaken the power of the Philiſtines, he 
had this occaſion given him. His father- in- law 
had, in the time of his abſence from his wife, 
given her to be married to another, Upon this, 
Samſon went and caught three hundred foxes, 
and turning them tail to tail, faſtened a hre- 
brand or burning torch between every pair, 
and let them go into the ſtanding corn of the 
Philiſtines, and into their vineyards and olive- 
yards, which were by this means burnt with 
fre. The Philiſtines therefore burnt his wi -

CAMS ON giving bimſelf up to follow 
\Z harlots, was forſaken by Gold, and fel! 
into the hands of his encmies. He loved an 
ill woman, whoſe name was Dia, to whom 
he often reſorted, This the P/ilhlines wb- 
ſerving, they go to her, and ſtrike up an 
agreement with her for a ſum of money, to 
inveigle, and entice him to tell wherein his 
great ſtrength lay. She applies herſelf to him 
with all the art aud ſkill ſhe was miſtreſs of, 
to diſcover this great ſecret. He teveral times 
put her oft; but at laſt, wearied with her 
importunity, he told her all 's.heart ; that he 
had been a Nazarite to God from the womb 
that no razor had ever come upon his head ; 
and that, if he was ſhaven, his ſtrength would 
depart from him, and he ſhould be weak like 
other men. Delilah, impatient of receiving 
the reward, did not delay to make the expe- 
riment ; for ſhe cauſed his head to be fhorn, 
as he was ſleeping upon her knees, "i hen ſhe 
alarms him with, The Phil, tines are upon 
„ thee, Samſon!“ for there were ſome at hand 
waiting for the diſcovery. So he fell into their 
hands, and was moſt miſerably uſed by them. 
They put out his eyes, and made him grind 
in the priſon, 
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LESSON XLII. 
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Of the death of Samſon. 
TH E Philijtines having got Samſon into their 


hands, _ ſcon appointed a great ſacri- 
fice to be made to their idol D707, to ac- 
knowledge the favour ; and when they were 
merry, they called for Samſon to make them 
ſport. Samſon, in the bitterneſs of his ſoul, 
applies himſelf to God for ſtrength this once, 
that he might be avenged of his enemies, who 
were the great troublers of the people of God. 
God heard his Prayer. He therefore laying 
hold on the pillars on which the houſe where 
they were ſtood, and bowing himſelf with all 
his might, the houſe fall upon all the lords of 
the Philiſtines, and all the people, and Sam/m 
died with them, And thoſe that he flew at 
his death, were more than thoſe he flew in 


his life. 


From 
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From this hiſtory we may learn, how ex- 
tremely dangerous it is to forſake God, and 
to follow wicked courſes, For God is hereby 
provoked to forſake us, and to leave us to o_ 
ſelves. And if God forſake us, how ealily d 
we become a prey to our ſpiritual and ial 
enemies? Whoredom is a vice which deſtroys 
thouſands. Had Samſn refrained from the 
company of ill women, he might have eſcaped * 
the malice of his enemies. But joining himſelt 
with this wicked harlot, ſhe inveigles him to 
diſcover a moſt important ſecret, which ſhe, 
for the lucre of money, reveals to thoſe who 
hated him, which brought upon him great 
trouble, and in the end coſt him his life.

Q. If men have been ſo fooliſh and incon- 


ſiderate as to put off their repentance to their 
laſt minutes, do the miniſters of Chriſt uſe to 
bid them to deſpair of mercy ? 

A. No. But they pray with them, and for 
them, exhorting them to Go all that they can 
in their circumſtances ; but they cannot aſſure 
them from God, that he will accept of ſuch 
a repentance. 


Q. Do you think a death-bed repentance |

A. 1 will not ſay ſo; but it is extremely 
dangerous and very uncomfortable, 

Q.: Why do you think fo? 

A. Becauſe it is doubtful whether it is true 
and ſincere. We have had many ſad exam- 


ples of people, who have thought themſelves

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pre feſſions of repentance, but on their recovery,

Q: What is ſincere obedience, or newneſs 
and holineſs of life ? 

A. It conſiſts in denying ungodlineſs and
